That Sir Rowland Egerton vnduly obtained of Sir John Bennet Knight, Letters of Adminiſtration to be granted vnto two of his 
filters after the ſaid V Villexhibired to be proued, And Sir Reward doth ſtill detaine the goods, albeic the V Vill is now lawtully 
proued by many credibl- witneſſes, 


That Sir Rowland Egerton hath gotten into his hands all theſaid Indentures of vſes and writings, and diuers other euidences

Tizat Sir Rowland Egerton obtained a decree of the late Lord Elleſmere to enioy all the lands contained in the Indenture and 
writings made vpon his mariage., |

T hat Edward Egerton hauing nothing left but one part of the Mannowr of Chedulton onely (being not a fift part of his owre 
ancient lands) is by the ſaid decree ordered to allow out of his faid part lan$of inheritance ct cheyeerly value of ;6 4, vnto Sir 
Kewland Egerton in regard of an Annuitie of 200 14, by yeare,which Edward Egertos 18 by the ſaid Will requeſted roaffure vnto 
Peter F om the yonger ſonne of Sit 45þn Egerrow,out of the lands of Sir /obs Lgerion,w hich are now in the pollcfſion of the ſa1d

fines and recoueries ypon which the decrees were made aid gruunded, 


That all che [udges d d reſol&e for law, that by the ſaid Indenture, writin 


g, fines,and recourrics, no eftate was granted vnto Sit, 


And that the ſaid writi::g dared 30 July.41,E1iz. was made onely to inke Sir John Egerton terrtenant for ſuffering of the ſaid 
ſeucrall recoveries. And that the ſame did by thelawes of the Realme raiſe the vie to Edward, withie nainders ouer according to 
the couenant contained in the faid Indenture. 


That thereupon Sir Rowland cid relinquiſh his pretended title by the ſaid fines,recoueries, I..denture and writing, ypon which 
he had obtained the ſaid decrees and award. 
That Sir Rowland did procure one Joby Brocke his ſervant to ſweare that he had ſecne another Indenture leading the v"- of a re-

3n which new 
whe leaves the {aid /ohz Brock had written with his owne haid a copie of a pretended inte: ture withour ariy names, and vid .x- 
pound the {ame to be a copiz of an Incenture leading the vſe cf the faid recorery for the Mainour of Chedy.ton cnely, 
Thar the faidpretended [ndenture was neuer before that imehe.:rd ot, ro; nentioned iv al the fu tes 11; Cl a«:ceri. 3 ricither 
wasthe ſame diſcoueied by Sir Rowland vpon his oath, being examin:d vpon luterrogrories .ouching :he eviderccs, 

That Edward Egerton being fo ſurpriſed, did giue in euidence the lalt will ans reffame; r « f Sir 1chy F gerton, whereby the 


| faid Mannour of Chedulton was deviſed vnto Edward Egerton and his hcires, if S.r 1obs Egcrton had euer any eſtate therein, as in 


eruth he had not. 


T hat it was alledged by the counſell of S'r Rowland, that it was-decreed that Edward ſhould not give in euidence the will, And 
the award and decree of che Lord Chancellor was then produced and giuen in cyidence as an InjunRion to barre Edward and his 
counſell, not to giue in euidence the ſaid will. 


That the Turic beleeuing the oath of the ſaid ſob Brock, and refuſing to take notice of tie ſaid will,did give their verdit againſt 
Eaward F gerton, | | 

That Edward Egerton being bound and barred by the ſaid Decree from a'l further proceeding at the Law, is nor onely vtterly 
diligherited of his lands, buc the benefic of the lawes and common iuſtice of the Realme , whereunto cue: y ſubic& is borne, 1s 
cleane taken away trom him, withour any cauſe of cquitie.

And for that Sir Joh» by his laſt will and teſtament deuiſed all his Lordſhips Mannours, lands,tenements, and hereditaments, 
vnto Edward Egerton and his heires, whereby in true meaning all the eſtate of the faid Sir /ob» in EdwardEgertons lands ( it Sir 
Tohnhad euer any eſtate therein, as in truth he had not) was lawfully deuiſed vato EdwardEgertos and his heires, 

And for that the ſaid Sir Row/and hath by indire& meanes gotten into his hands allthe ſaid Indentures of vies, writings, and ec- 
uidences, and refuſeth to de'iuer the ſame vnto Edward Egerton, or to deliver voto him true copics thereot,albeir that the ſaid Ed- 
ward hath diuers orders made in Chancerie for hauing the ſame, by which mcanes Edward Fygertoen is viterly diſabled from any 
triall at law if he had leaue to proceed thereunto, 

And for that the ſaid Edward Egertow ought inall right and equitieto berclieued, and not the ſaid Sir Row/end, who ſeeketh 
by indire& praftiſes to defraud the ſaid Edward from all his ancient inheritance, withour any money payed for the ſame,
